Or no breakfast at all. 

Teachers have long recog- 
nized that children who break 
an 18-hour fast by munching 
on Frltos while waiting for the 
school bus aren't going to t>e 
alert when they are fed some 
book learning. 

Curricula Is a little more 
sophisticated than the reading, 
writing and arithmetic teught to 
their elders and today's stud- 
ents need to l>e mentally and 
physically on the bell. 

There are indications that as 
many as one-third of the high 
school students in Virginia 
Beach do not Mt breakfftst on 
school days. 

"I know It's a problem," 
says M. P. Strlckler, assistant 
superintendent of schools. 

School officials have never 
made a survey of the average 
number of children who come 
to school without eating proper- 
ly. "I know It could be re- 
vealing," adds Strickler. 

But a few of the teachers who 
are aware of the problem some- 
times take Informal polls by 
asking the students who don't 
eat breakfast to raise their 
hands. 

Mrs. Harvey Parker and 
other home economics teachers 
at Princess Amte Hi^ School 
took such a poll of their stud- 
ents on November 23. 



There are 256 students in 
all the home economics clas- 
ses there. Of this number, 116 
did not have breakfast before 
they came to school. 

This means that about 45 
percent arrived at school ill- 
prepared — according to health 




authorities — for the drain on 
their mental faculties. 

In Iowa not long ago, a study 
showed that boys of the ages 
12 to 14 years old have better 
attitudes and make better 
grades when they eat a good 
breakfast. 

The home economics clas- 
hes, it might be noted here, are 
composed of all girls and may 
not be representative of classes 
made up of both boys and girls. 
The State Health Department 
claims that "girls... are not- 
orious for skipping and skimp- 
ing breakfast, although boys 
are often guilty of it, too." 



"I ask in my classes how 
many have had break&st," says 
Mrs. Parker, and al>out seven 
or eight out of 24 have not had 
breakfast. "They seem to be 
not as alert or keen." 

Mrs. Parker Is of the opinion 
that most of the breakfastless 
children are found among the 
larger students and teen-agers 
whose parents perhpas leave for 
work early and the children 
d<m't take time toprepare them- 
selves food. 

She thiidcs that the problem of 
no breakfast isn't as prevalent 
in the lower grades as in high 
school. 

"It is very essential for them 
to have It," says Mrs. Parker. 

Exactly what relationship 
there is between no breakfast 
and poor grades would have to 
be determined by exhaustive 
surveys of the entire school 
system. 

The State Health Department 
suggests that an adequate 
breakfast consists of orange 
Juice, bran flakes and milk. 

An average size breakfast 
Is made up of half a grape- 
fruit, a scrambled egg, bread 
and butter and milk. 

A hearty breakfast — con - 
sists of tomato Juice, oatmeal, 
poached egg, bacon, whole wheat 
toast and milk. 

"The quantity of food eaten 
is not as Important as the type 
of food combinations," says the 
State Health Department.

AU the Virginia Beach Indw- 
trial Park needs now is In- 
dustry—and the prospects seen 
bri^t for that. 

The 25 acres of l»nd boogDt 
two years ago by the Vlrglato 
Beach Industrial Authorltyh«T» 
now been cleared of toe woods 
that formerly covered the area. 
A road has been cut throogb 
♦he center to connect It to the 
Virginia Beach Toll Roed which 
borders it on the south. 

Two reflector - type slgM 
have Just been erected to maik 
two corners of the park. Ap- 
parently its location Is not gen- 
erally known. It lies north of 
the Toll Road and south of the 
Norfolk and Southern Railroed 
tracks, Just off South LynnhaT- 
en Road. 

According to Dean Curtis e( 
the Industrial Authority, one 
man was unable to find the perk 
to put up the signs. When he 
asked a policeman, the police- 
man replied that he had "nev- 
er heard of It." 

Curtis said there are pre- 
sently three companies interes- 
ted in sites In the park. Once 
the ice is broken others will 
move in Curtis said. 

Tentative plans call for a 
ground breaking for the first 
company some time in Dec- 
ember. 

He described the park as 
best suited for light manufac- 
turing such as assembly line 
work, electrical parts or ap- 
parel manufacturing. 

Curtis pointed out that the 
park is also centrally located 
in the city for wholesale dis- 
tribution. 

"We are planning for em- 
ployment for both men and wo- 
men" Curtis said. "We think 
there is a good supply of house- 
wives who want to work 40 
hours a week but don't want 
to drive 20 miles each way to 
do It." 

At present nine industrial 
sites have been mapped otft. 
Four are raserved fM* Inftis- 
tries iMedlBg direct aeeess to 
the railroad. Curtis said that 
the size and rtiape of the sites 
"could be adjusted according 
to the needs of the Industries." 




Electricity and sewer lines 
have already been extended t( 
the area. Water lines will be 
laid down Eureka Avenue wber 
they are brought down ^rglnit 
Beach Blvd., a project now it 
progress. 

Most of the trees have beei 
removed from the parte, but 
some were left for future land, 
scaping. Curtis said that in> 
dustrles would be encouraged 
to use screen planting to make 
the area more attractive. 

"However, the area will not 
be unattractive," Curtis em. 
phaslzed. "We are now in ttM 
process of drawing up a buUd- 
li« code for the types at build- 
ings and architecture that eu 
be used there." 

Curtis is optimistic enou^ 
about the need for two or three 
more Industrial perks in the 
future. He pointed out ttiat Vir- 
ginia Beach has plei^ at pe^ 
pie besides military, but most 
of them work in other areas.

The Naval Academy graduate 
added, "I once heard that the 
shaking hand and the totter- 
ing gait is not the product of 
age, but of mental and physical 
inactivity."

You are of retirement age, 
and you have some savingtyou 
don't expect to need. You have 
a grandson, 18, who bears yoiir 
name. He has entered college.- 

But the boy's parents (your 
son and his wife) are talking 
about the financial burden col- 
lege has placed on them. They 
are saying they may not be able 
to keep up the payments after 
the current semester. The boy's 
mother keeps mentioning Viet 
Nam and the possibility that 
the boy will be drafted if he 
drops out of college. 

So do you dig into the sav- 
ings and solve the problem? 

1. The education of a boy is 
the responsibility of his parents, 
not his grandparents. This is 
pretty well established. Did your 
Grandpa help educate YOU? If 
you're like most men retiring in 
1966 your Grandpa probably 
wanted you yanked out of high 
school in the 10th grade to help 
Pa on the farm. 

2. Almost any kid who has 
the will and the ability to get a 
college education can get it now- 
adays without aid from grand- 
parents, or even his parents. 
Scholarships, grants, and loans 
abound, as any college adminis- 
trator will tell you. 

3. The college money a boy 
gets from his parents is sacrifice 
money, or duty money. The 
money he gets from Grandpa is 
different. It s a free gift. 

4. A college boy, being a hu- 
man being first and a beloved 
grandson second, will be in- 
clined to take for granted what 



he gets for free, and after a while 
expect it as a right. 

5. Parents of a college boy,

coming to an end, is the time 
to have every cow in the herd 
examined, says EUer. 

Another advantage at having 
cows pregnancy examined is 
that an expected calving date 
can be established which can 
be very valuable in isolating 
heavy cows at calving time. 

The cost of a pregnancy ex- 
amination for the herd will 
run about one dollar per head. 
This would represent a cost 
of some 1100 on a cow herd 
of 100 cows. If five percent 
of the cows are not bred (which 
can generally be expected) the 
profit realized is certainly 
worth the trouble and expense 
Involved. 

Not only should open cows 
be identified and marketed, but 
also those cows which are the 
poor producers in the herd. 
The low producing 25 percent 



of most herds lose rather than 
make money because they mean 
lightweight, low grading calves. 
Thus, individual production re- 
cords are essential. 

EUer adds, "Flan now to 
identify cows and calves for 
the 1967 season and then go 
one step further. Enroll the 
herd in ttie Virginia Beef Cattle 
Improvement Association per- 
formance testing program. De- 
tails can be obtained from your 
county extension office."

The transition from old to 
new was accomplished In most 
Beach parishes smoothly and 
almost immediately after the 
Papal directive was issued, ap- 
proximately two years ago. 

Father Donfred Stockert , 
pastor of St. Mattbews, retained 
the old altar, which Is of tieau- 
tlfully carved wood, lettli^ It 
form a background for the new 
altar-tatde. 

At St. Gregory's, a six-year 
old parish, there were few maj- 
or changes to be put into effect. 

The original altar, a simple 
woodea structure, was moved 
troiB Its locatlen to one closer 
to the coogregation. It, too, 
was 6ooe soon after the direct- 



ive came out. Liturgical 
changes were put Into effect at 
the same time. 

Father Thomas Summers, 
pastor of St. Nichcdas, also 
complied wltti the directive 
from the very beginning. 

To him, an altar closer to the 
people was not entirely new. 
It was so in Hopewell, where he 
was formerly assigned. 

"In churdies where the altar 
is a magnificent structure, of 
gorgeous marble, perhaps, it is 
generally retained as an Alter 
of Reporttlon. The new cMie Is 
simply constroeted In front of 
It." be said. 



and examined the Church today, 
weeded out what they thought 
necessary, strengthened where 
needed, to conform with today's 
mode of living. 

Weeded out was the air of 
mystery and superstition that 
has prevailed throu^out the 
world-wide Church; strength- 
ened was community partici- 
pation, a desire to have Church 
members take part In rather 
than merely observe church 
services. 

The Rev. John Foley, assist- 
ant at Star of the Sea, explain- 
ed it this way: 

"We are trying to create a 
new atmosphere in the Church 
an atmosphere of group rather 
than private prayer and devot- 
ion. 

Hymns, all in English, now 
are sung by the congregatloD. 
In ttie past a choir generally 
provided the music; this, too, 
frequently was In Latin. 

"The church Is moving,"

When any of the weapons be- 
longing to the. police depart- 
ments of NorftAk or Virginia 
Beftch go un the "fritz", they 
arse sent to the Sports Service 
Shop Inc. in Virginia Beach. 

The shop, owned and operat- 
ed by H. O. Hadsell and his 
wife Louise, is a highly suc- 
cessful outgrowth of a hobby. 
The hobby developed into a 
backyard part-time business to 
a full time and very busy busi- 
ness. 

Now there are seven full-

'*Our best customers these 
days are wcrnien, and men buy- 
ing pistols for their wives to 
keep around the house, "said 
Hadsell. "We teach them how 
to use them correctly." 

Hadsell's wife is a recognized 
expert where gtms are concern- 
ed and has received national 
recognition for her achieve- 
ments. 

The Hadsells' retail store 
and shop are now the largest 
operations of their kind in the 
state of Virginia, 

A recognized authority on 
guns of all kinds, Hadsell is 
exceptionally knowledgeable on 
gun laws also.

Virginia Beach will continue 
to lead the area in growth for 
many years to come, according 
to Dr. T.J. Reed of Old Domin- 
ion College. 

Dr. Reed's conclusions are in 
an economic study he made for 
the city and the Tidewater Vir- 
ginia Development Council. The 
study was made public Tuesday. 

The greatest resource any 
community can have is its 
people, he reported, and by 1985 
Virginia Beach will have a popu- 
lation of 350,000. Population in 
1965 was 132,360. 

By 1985, he continued, about 
30 percent of all the people 



in Norfolk, Portsmouth, Chesa- 
peake and Virginia Beach- -the 
standard metropolitan area-- 
will live in Virginia Beach. 

Dr. Reed also found in his 
study that the median age in 
Virginia Beach is 23 years as 
compared to 24.6 years for the 
metropolitan area. " Vir- 
ginia Beach has a substantial 
portion of its population in young 
growing families," the report 
noted. 

The study also reported that 



the level of education in Vir- 
ginia Beach is higher than that 
of the metropolitan atea. 

Among men 25 years of age 
and over in 1960 the median 
years of school completed was 
11.6 as compared to 9.5 years 
for the rest of the area. For 
women, it was 12 years in Vir- 
ginia Beach and 10.3 years in 
the rest of the area. 
The report also showed: 
The population of Virginia 
Beach is predominantly com-

posed of new residents. 

About 70 percent of the house- 
holds are homeowners, consid- 
erably above the 53 percent for 
the metropolitan area. 

A higher portion of Virginia 
Beach's men 14 years and old- 
er is in the labor force than 
in the rest of the metropoli- 
tan area. 

The total labor force residing 
in Virginia Beach in 1965 is 
estimated at 45,000. 

Fifty -nine percent of Virginia 
Beach workers work within the 
city.

A Marine Flier and writer 
says Virginia Beach can get 
an airport quickly and che^y 
by simply sending a man to call 
on the director of the state 
Division of Aeronautics. 

"All that's really holding up 
the show is a man to go to 
Richmond to represent the 
city," according to Coloael 
Reinberg, research editor for 
Approach Magazine, the Navy's 
publication for safe flying. 

Reinburg, who has wrlttoi 
several books on flying, also 
has a plan for constructing an 
airport in the median strip ci 
Route 60 when Route 60 is 
widened to four lanes just south 
of Fort Story. 

The federal and state govern- 
ments would finance most of the 
construction, he says. 

"About the only thing that 
would cost the city would be 
a terminal." 

"His plan has a lot of merit," 
says F. Mason Gamage, city 
planning director. 

Gamage said the city had 
talked briefly about putting a 
airstrip along the north short 
of Broad Bay near the Narrww. 

Reinberg points out, however, 
that he believes this location 
falls within the five- mile re- 
'stricted zone around Oceana 
Naval Air Station. The location 
just south of Route 60 is jost 
outside this zone, he says. 

Reinburg says he talked with 
city officials in 1960 about this 
plan but got ^ little response. 
He said he talked with aviation 
officials in Richmond and was 
told the city "has got to come 
to us." 

"Just one man Is all they 
need." In a few weeks time, 
things would really be rolling." 

Reinburg was asked if he 
expected any outcry from con- 
servation interests to his plan 
to put an airport on Seashore 
State Property. 

"It'll be an additional means 
for getting more people to view 
the park," he said. 

Reinburg himself owns a Pip- 
er Tri-Pacer, "A lot of people 
with planes like to visit 
interesting places. All the Ug 
beach resorts have an airport."

Build a better mousetrap, it 
is said, and the world will beat 
a path to your door. If that 
old saw is really true, then the 
Virginia Beach Little Theatre 
should have no trouble filling 
all the seats again this week- 
end for its production of The 
Mousetrap by Agatha Christie.

Twelve-Month Madness 



City Council has decided to 
undertake a study of school 
attendance on a twelve-month 
basis. All the students would 
not attend classes all year. 
There yvould be four staggered 
starting dates. 

According to the thinking of 
one Councilman who suggested 
the study, this would give more 
and better use of our school 
buildings and would mean less 
schools to be built. 

The study of the staggered 
attendance may be all right, 
but we expectastaggeringnum- 
ber of folks in opposition for 
a multitude of reasons. 

Color us opposed. 

We agree with another Coun- 
cilman who said he does not 
think the people of Virginia 
Beach are ready for this. 

Think of some of the con- 
sequences. 

Let us -suppose a family has 
three children of different ages 
in different grades with three 
different starting dates. The 
poor parent would never get 
vacation from the child. 

What would happen to sum- 
mer camps? Would they fold

go bankrupt if this plan 
adopted? 

What would become the 
summer recreation programs 
run on school playgrounds? 

What would become of that 

fine old institution Little 

Leagues? 

Would a parent have to plan 
his vacation to suit his child's? 
How would that go over with 
his boss who says he must 
take his vacation durin the sum- 
mer months? Perhaps the 
teacher could send a note to 
the boss. 

Summer is the traditional 
time for vacations, recreation 
and healthful fun. Would our 
school officials like to do away 
with that? 

And what would happen to 
teachers who take additional 
courses during summer school? 

So go ahead with the study, 
City Council. But don't make 
any radical moves without the 
full consent of the people. 

A twelve-month school sys- 
tem may be the answer to a 
lot of problems, but it's a tough 
nut to crack. We do not think 
the school officials and City 
Council members would be able 
to handle all the complaints.

Q, I tm BwOiag » copy of 
a magazine article. The autiu}r 
cited income stocks ttiat have 
out-performed growth stocks 
and his conclusion, as you will 
see, is that one shouU ipore 
growth stodu in favor of in- 
come.

A. The auUwr includes In 
his list of "income stocks" 
a good many securities I would 
regard as growth stocks. To 
be sure, bn*ers, investment 
counselors and all sorts of 
"authorities" on stocks seldom 
agree as to precisely where 
to draw the line: One man's 
list of growth stocks Inevitably 
Includes some securities that 
another would consider income 
stocks and vice versa. 

I notice also that he has taken 
as his base 1958, a year when 
the maricet price of income 
stocks was abnormally low: they 
have risen dramatically sin(% 
then. However, let's take tte 
most recent 10-year period. Us- 
ing Jan. 1, 1956, as our base, 
let's c(msider the performance 
of growth versus income stocks 
as reflectedbythegrowtii-stodc 
and income -stock fumls of two 
different mutual funds. 

If you had put $10,000 in the 
GROWTH common stock fund 
of Investment Company "A" 
on Jan. 1, 1956, it would have 
been worth $30,334 by Jan. 1, 
1966. During that same period 
$10,000 invested in the INCOME 
stock fund of Investment Com- 
pany "A" would have Increased 
to $19,661. 

Your original $10,000 In- 
vested in the Growth Fund of 
Investment Company "B" would 
have grown to $27,306. $10,000 
Invested in the Income Stock 
fund of Investment Company 
"B" would have increased to 
only $18,956.

Last Febnury it was worth 
$18,700. Now it is worth $15,547. 
When he sold it to us, the sales- 
man assured us it would double 
in five years and in 10 years 
would be worth $45,000. When 
I mentioned this to him, he 
acted as If 1% didn't remember 
saying It. Should we withdraw 
from this fund, pay off debts 
of about $6,500 and put the rest 
in savings at 4-1/2 per cent? 



A. Your salesman's memo- 
ry is pr(*ably no more faulty 
than that of a great many other 
salesmen. Salesmen are natu- 
rally an enthusiastic group. I 
wonder if you checked his claim 
to see if the fund actually dou- 
bled in the five years before 
you bought. 

I might point out that you paid 
8% in commissions to get into 
this fund, so the original in- 
vestment you had working for 
you was $13,000 rather than 
$15,000. At $18,700 you had a 
50% appreciation, at $15,547 you 
are still somewhat ahead of the 
game—and in the meantime you 
have been receiving an income 
in the forn of dividends. The 
market doesn't always stay 
down like it is now and the 
odds are .on the next rebound 
it may make a more honest 
man out of your salesman.

Theabandonedairport at Pungo 
is about ten miles south of 
Virginia Beach City Hall and 2 
miles clear of the NAS, Oceana 
airport traffic control zone. 
Unfortunately, the poor ten 
miles gives the site practically 
no advantage over the Norfolk 
Municipal airport. The Army 
airport at Fort Story is about 
two miles north of the Oceana 
control zone. However, it is 
such a poor airport that re- 
furbishing costs would almost 
equal a new one. Moreover, all 
of our military services do 
everything in their power to pro- 
hibit civilian aircraft from us- 
ing their airports. Under the 
excuse of national defense, they 
have always won. Even if limit- 
ed use could be obtained, the 
red tape would discourage most 
civilian flyers. Morover, there 
would be no profit to Virginia 
Beach as the airport operator. 

It is understood that plans are 
in being to widen the last two 
lane portion of route 60 (south 
of Fort Story) from Norfolk 
to Virginia Beach. When the 
work commences, it vrtll not be 
much more costly to pave a 
landing strip along the south 
side of the midway-elbow of the 
Fort Story bypass. More trees 
will have to be cleared for new 
two lane addition which in turn 
will reduce airport construct- 
ion costs. 

This location south of Fort 
Story is Virginia State Park 
property. If the road right-of- 
way can be obtained to serve 
the public, a municipal airport 
should be extended the same 
courtesy; especially in between 
the dual parkway as suggested 
in Figure #1. 

Modern runways should be 
paved to a minimum of 2.000 
feet with at least 500 feet clear 
of obstructions (trees, houses, 
etc.) at each end. However, at 
least 3,000 feet of pavement 
should be given every consider- 
ation commensurate with funds 
available. A width of 30 feet 
is adequate but 50 feet is more 
desirable. No access roads will 
be necessary l}ecause of the 
close proximity of route 60.

'Take a Letter, Miss J. . . . ' 




When we give gifts at Christ- 
mastime, we're observing a 
tradition that goes back to the 
time tte Wise Men carried gifts 
to the Christ Child. According 
to some authorities. Christmas 
gifts replaced a pagan custom 
of exchanging presents at the 
New Year. Early priests sug- 
gested that, instead, gifts be 
given at Christmas to symbol- 
ize the goodwill and generosity 
that are a part of the festive 
occasion. 

Many people also express 
ttieir generosity at Christmas-

It's a clearing house fci cor- 
respondence, a private secret- 
ary for many, many bosses. 

The young but fast growing 
letter chute is a branch of 
World-Wide Dictation, the an- 
swer to the problem of thehar- 
ried executive and the over- 
loaded desk. 

World-Wide Dictation pro- 

, vides him with an instant sec- 

,retary at the other end of the 

phone 24 hours a day, seven 

days a week, both here and 

abroad. 

He picks up the phone, dials 
a number and starts talking. 
His recorded letters are taken 
from the machine immediately 
if it's daytime, the next morn- 
ing if he's burning the mid- 
night oil. They are then t>T>ed, 
on his stationery, mailed to 
him immediately for signature, 
or signed and sent out if these 
are his orders. All this he can 
do from home, office or any- 
where there's a phone, 

Harvey Mann, branch manag- 
er of the World-Wide i)tctation 
office here, opened up shop on 
Virginia Beach Boulevard at 
London Bridge last April. 

The office is small and with- 
out large signs identifying it. 
"We don't really want people 



to come in," Mann explained. 
"Ours is strictly a telephone 
business." 

Working space is small but 
adequate. Each client has a 
file, furnishes a supply of 
letterheads and instructions on 
how his work is to be done. The 
instructions are followed to the 
letter. 

Two fuUtime employees and 
some eight or nine on call 
handle the typing. Clients are in 
every type of business though 
a large percentage of the work 
is legal and medical. 

Four recording machines 
handle incoming calls, two IBM 
typewriters handle the corres- 
pondence. 

Mann estimates the cost to 
the dictator at around $1.25 
a letter; research, he said, 
estimates the cost to be around 
$2.25 for the same letter done 
by an office e^mployee. 

"We aren't advocating a no- 
secretary office by any means," 
Mann said. "On the contrary, 
we recognize more than most 
people the value of the secret- 
ary. But most offices occasion- 
ally run into snags or problems 
with an overload, work that does 
not necessarily have to be done 
in their offices. This is where 
we come in. 

"And often the letter is of 
such a confidential nature that 
the dictator would prefer that it 
be handled outside the office. 



"We treat everything with 
utmost confidence. Our typists 
know this correspondence must 
be regarded as extremely pri- 
vate." 

While Mann is not yet able 
to pinpoint exactly when his 
work load will be heaviest, ex- 
perience has shown him that 
certain days are busier than 
others. Anticipating this, he 
lines up his parttime help a 
day or so in advance, though, 
being on a standby basis, typ- 
ists frequently are able to come 
in on much shorter notice. 

A fulltime member of his 
office force, Mrs, Rochelle 
Flowers, has been with the 
company since its beginning 
a qualified medical secretary, 
she finds the many -boss routine 
both interesting and challeng- 
ing. 

The cut-off switch is one de- 
cided advantage she has over 
her secretarial sisters. 

Another is the clothes prob- 
lem, practically non-existant 
since she's working behind the 
scenes. 

"SOrry, wrong number" is 
non-existant also. Phones are 
unlisted, numbers given out only 
to clients. 

Now they're operating on the 
right channels. Take a letter 
comes through loud and clear.

If you are still undecided a- 
bout making the holiday fruit- 
cake, the following prices, re- 
ported by the Virginia Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, will help 
you determine the approximate 
cost. 

Fruits in four ounce contain- 
ers cost 24 cents for lemon and 
orange peel; 25 cents for chop- 
ped mixed fruit; 26 cents for 
citron; 32 cents for yellow pine- 
apple slices; 33 cents for green 
and red pineapple slices; and 
35 cents for green and red 
cherries. 

If you are planning to make 
very large fruitcakes or several 
small ones, you will find fruits 
packed in 8 ounce containers 
much more economical. 

Buying nuts in the shell also 
will save you quite a bit even 
though preparing them is time 
consuming. Present prices 
average 46 cents a pound for 
filberts and 56 cents a pound 
for mixed nuts. Both pecans 
and Brazil nuts average 50 cents 
a pound; English walnuts, 55 
cents; and almonds, 58 cents.

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The other day we were the 
fourth car in a line moving a- 
long at 35 or so when the lead 
car, without advance warning, 
braked hard and made a right- 
angle torn into a driveway. The 
second car, following too close, 
slammed into the trunk ahead, 
creating lots of bent metal and 
what looked like broken Christ- 
mas tree ornaments scattered 
all over the road. 

The third car— the little red 
foreign convertible just ahead 
of us—was "stood on its nose" 
by the attractive blonde driver, 
who narrowly missed being the 
third link in the chain. 

Since we were witnesses, the 
blonde smd I gave our names 
to the other two who were try- 
ing to untangle a couple of sets 
of chrome and sheetmetal and 
then continued, soon overtaking 
the slug of traffic ahead. Sure 
enough, the blonde slid the lit- 
tle red job up so close to the 
car ahead of her that she could 
have read the maker's name 
on the inside of the driver's 
shirt collar. 

Predictably, history repeated 
itself: the lead car slowed sud- 
denly to turn into a shopping 
center, and the blonde narrowly 
misse(l being in the same kind 
of accident jis the one she had 
witnessed not five minutes ear- 
lier! 

They say experience is the 
best teacher— but apparently 
not for people who refuse to 
learn. 

Tailgating or following too 
closely is probably the number- 
one cause of accidents today, 
and it's certainly a prime ex- 
ample of poor judgment. "One 
car-length for every ten miles 
of speed" is a rule of thumb 
you see and hear a lot--but 
it's deceptive, as it's not really 
a safe following distance. It 
means that at 40 mph you should 
follow not closer than four car 
lengths (80 feet) behind the car 
in front. 

Sounds good! But, at 40 mph 
you'll travel 45 feet before you 
even get your foot on the brake — 
if you're alert and have your 
mind on your driving. You'll 
go another 60 to 100 feet before 
you stop, if your brakes are 
t>etter than average. All the 
"one car -length" rule does, 
then, is give you a little bit 
more than your reaction dis- 
tance, which could still put 
you in the trunk of the car 
ahead if you're lacking that se- 
cond cup of coffee in the morn- 
ing, or tired, or thinking about 
the blonde in the red conver- 
tible ahead. 

So back off! An extra 45 feet 
between you means only three- 
quarters of a second in driving 
time, but the lack of it may 
mean you don't get there at all 
today.

The failure of his second mar- 
riage after four years, and the fact that he seldom came by to 
see her did not strengthen Susan's faith in men either. 

She had l)een in the unfortunate position where she had heard 
much about men's failings and where she had not been close 
to any man, not even an uncle or a neighbor. She said that 
her mother had not discouraged her in her courtship, and that 
she was not opposed to her marrying. She had, however, caution- 
ed her many times to be very sure that she knew the young 
man who proposed marriage to her as a "means of avoiding 
heartbreak and disappointment . How could she be assured 
that she would not run into the same problems that her mother 
and aunt had encountered in their dealings with men? 

Susan soon came to see that she became increasingly more 
anxious whenever she and a friend might begin to move in the 
direction of engagement and marriage. If someone else did not 
ask her for a date she always became disturbed about some- 
thing—no matter how trifling, as a means of having a "falling- 
out." 

Susan did not seek help in overcoming her problem until a 
young businessman who was closely associated with her employer 
asked her to marry him. He was more insistent than the others 
had been, refused to take no for an answer and was able to 
overcome all the obstacles Susan put in his way. 

Talking with an older friend and counsellor Susan came to 
see the nature of her fears and brought herself to trust her- 
self to the young man for engagement and later marriage. 

One serious gap in her life nearly robbed Susan of the thing 
she wanted most of all-life and a home of her own with someone 
whom she loved and trusted and who loved and trusted her.

Military Men Stalk 
Oceana Small Game 




On Wednesdays and Saturdays 
—if the jets are quiet for a- 
while--you can hear the distant 
report of shotguns as military 
personnel bang away at rabbits 
and quail on the base at Oceana. 

These two days have been set 
aside for Navy nimrods. No 
civilians--except base civil 
service employees--are per- 
mitted to stalk game in the 
special hunting areas. 

About 500 acres of land are 
available for hunting at Oceana 
and at the naval air landing 
facility at Fentress. The land 
is well away from runways so 
hunters with buck fever aren't 
likely to bag a Phantom. 

Dove season closed Novem- 
ber 22, and was described by 
a Navy spokesman as "fair." 

Ral^it and quail season open- 
ed November 23 and the same^, 
spokesman wasn't wildly enthu- 
siastic about the prospects. 

"If you don't have dogs, don't 
bother to come," he advised 
military personnel. 

Officers and enlisted men 
who want to hunt on the base 
must first fill out a form which 
is found at the main gate. 

There are restrictions as to 
the numl>er of hunters permit- 



ted in the hunting areas at one 
time. Military personnel are 
given priority for the hunting 
privileges over the civil ser- 
vice employees.

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Virginia sheepmen have led 
the nation, the past two years, 
in the number of lambs raised 
per ewe. The average has been 
120 percent — one and one -fifth 
lambs per year per ewe. 

With lambing season about to 
start again in several weeks, 
George Allen, sheep specialist 
at Virginia Tech, has some 
suggestions to help keep the 
average high. 

Feed is most critical at ttis 
time of year, he says. A ewe 
needs alwut one-fourth more 
nutrients per day during the 
six weeks before lambing than 
up to this point. 

She should gain 15 to 20 
pounds during the period of 
gestation to maintain her own 
system and allow for develop- 
ment of the lambs. Ewes re- 
ceiving the rieht amount of feed 
are less likely to have lamb- 
ing paralysis, will have less 
lambing trouble, will give birth 
to stronger lambs and produce 
more milk than underfed ewes. 

Pasture alone won't supply 
this extra feed for two reasons : 
as cold weather comes, past- 
ures are of poorer quality; and 
l)ecause of the rapid growth of 
the unborn lamb, the stomach 
capacity of the ewe is greatly 
reduced. With the ewe eating 
less and poorer quality feed, you 
can expect trouble. 



To avoid trouble, says Allen, 
start feeding some grain and hay 
four to six weeks l)efore lamb- 
ing time. If plenty of pasture 
is available, about one-half 
pound of grai n should be fed 
each day to each ewe during 
this pre-lambing period. If pas- 
ture is poor, feed three to four 
pounds of hay In addition to 
grain. Good quality silage can 
replace all or part of the hay. 
If you are short on roughage, 
more grain can be fed to re- 
place part of the hay. 

A number of high producing 
ewes are lost each year from 
lambing paralysis. Proper 
feeding can prevent this. 

Don't expose ewes to rain 
during this pre-lamblng period. 
They need no housing during 
pretty weather, but need cover 
during wet weather. Make sure 
the area in and around the 
barn is free from narrow doors, 
high sills and ditches or steep, 
rough areas. 

In large flocks and where a 
long lambing period Is expected, 
it will pay to pick out ewes 
about ready to lamb. Feed and 
house them separately from 
those that won't lamb for sev- 
eral weeks. 

In addition to proper feed and 
housing, a good supply of fresh 
water, salt and minerals Is 
essential.

Virginia Beach motorists and 
pedestrians were urged by 
Reeves E. Johnson, chief of the 
City Safety Bureau, to give the 
right-of-way to others in the 
true spirit of Christmas. 

In making this request. Chief 
Johnson referred to a special 
study by the Governor's High- 
way Safety Committee that 
shows right-of-way and pedest- 
rian accidents at a higher level 
during the winter holiday seas- 
on than any other time of the 
year. 

"Several factors contribute 
to this higher accident rate," 
says Chief Johnson, "but us- 
ually , it's just preoccupation 
with holiday activities. 

"Poor visibility from longer 
periods of darkness and steam- 
ed or frosted windows and slip- 
pery streets make intersection 
approaches especially hazard- 
our," he added. 

Holiday shopping adds to the 
hazards. Attention is diverted 
from traffic by sidewalk con- 
gestion, store windows and con- 
centration on shopping, he said. 



All veterans and widows who

Marshall Defends 
His School Plan 



City Councilman Lawrence 
Marshall appeared before the 
King's Way Civic League to 
discuss and defend his twelve- 
month school plan. 

This was the first public gath- 
ering Marshall presented his 
plan to since seeking a study 
by Council of the matter. Coun- 
cil has not indicated what action 
it will take. 

Marshall explained that sch- 
ool children would attend school 
the same number of days that 
they do now, but that their 
starting dates would be stagger- 
ed. 

He said there would be four 
quarters, with all students hav- 
ing the month of July off. They 
also have two other months of 
vacation but not necessarily 
during the summer. 

The strongest arguments for 
the plan, according to Marshall 
include better use of school on 
a year-round basis. He said less 
schools would have to be built 
in the future and fewer teachers 
(making more money) would be 
needed, 

, Marshall had answers for 
most objections raised at the 
meeting, although he admitted 
that there were some phases 
of the plan to which he does 
not yet have answers. 

"I would rather call this a 
'flexIMe' school plan," said 
Marshall. "This takes away 
the stigma of calling it a twelve- 
month school system." 

The plan is not new, accord- 
ing to Marshall, and is under 
consideration in many secticms 
of the country. 

"I think education should tx 
the prime consideration where 
our schools are concerned", 
said Marshall. "But most of 
tte people I have talked to who 
object to my proposal seem 
much more interested in the 
vacation period." 

Marshall said tte plan could 
te as much as Ave years away, 
tout tittt it definitely worn be 
the coming thine. 

He noted that it would re- 
qAn a change In laws to be 



made by the Virginia General 
Assembly, and added that it is 
up to the citizens of Virginia 
Beach to let their public offic- 
ials know what they think of the 
plan after they are fully in- 
formed. 

"I will be glad to appear 
before any group willing to 
listen and explain this system," 
he said. 

The King's Way Civic League 
composed of residents of King's 
Forest and Wayside Forest, a- 
agreed in principle with Marsh- 
all's plan, but took no action. 



The philosophy of the De- 
partment of Public Works of 
Virginia Beach is similar to the 
old song . . . "Let it snow!" 

But even though the DPU 
workers are prepared and well 
equipped to handle snow and 
ice, they still don't have to 
like it. 

"It would suit nie fine if we 
didn't have any snow all win- 
ter", said William S. Roughton, 
administrative assistant to the 
Superintendent of Highways, 
Streets and Bridges, Walter 
Beaman, 

So far Virginia Beach has 
never needed it, but the DPW 
keeps on hand a list of all snow 
equipment available from pri- 
vate contractors on an emer- 
gency basJ", In the event of a 
blizzard, the city would have 
to rent the extra equipment. 

Even in last January's two 
snows and hard freeze the 98 
pieces of snow equipment owned 
by the city proved to be enough. 
With the exception of the 17 
chemical spreaders and the 24 
snow plows, all the equipment 
is used year around for other 
purposes. 



Including the superintendent, 
195 people, all with other jobs 
when it is not snowing, are 
involved in snow removal. 

The city has nearly ten 
thousand bags of different 
chemicals stored in several 
centrally located headquarters, 
and has some chemicals already 
mixed with stockpiled sand. 

The sand, incidentally is not 
Virginia Beach sand. It has to 
be bought at about two dollars 
a ton. 

"We need Grade A sand for 
this job." said Roughton, "The 
Virginia Beach sand would clog 
all the spreaders in a hurry". 

When snow begins to fall the 
entire department is put on a 
"ready" basis with the first 
flake. If snow removal becomes 
necessary, then the men begin 
to execute the prearranged plan, 
borough by borough. 

"Most of the men are old 
Highway Department employ- 
ees", said Roughton, "Rarely 
do I have to call them in a 
snow emergency. They just 
show up here. They must sleep 
with their feet out of the win- 



dows." 

There are more than 66 miles 
of primary roads to l)e opened 
and kept open in Virginia Beach 
and more than 625 miles of 
secondary roads. A large part 
of the secondary road system 
is opened to give all residents 
of the city access to arterial 
and main roads. 

The chemical spreaders and 
plows are portable and can be 
attached to the dump truck and 
flat bed trucks quickly. 

"Our main interest is getting 
the roads open in case of any 
emergency. Then we worry 
about keeping them open", said 
Roughton. 

First chemicals and sand are 
spread on bridges, overpasses 
and at intersections, since these 
areas become slick first. Plow- 
ing begins when the snow depth 
reaches about three inches. 

"We try to be flexible in 
our operation", said Roughton. 
"Because how far and how fast 
the temperature drops deter- 
mines a lot of what we do". 

The decision of closing the 
schools in the event of snow 



or ice comes from the Super- 
intendent of Schools, but he 
gets his information from 
Roughton and Beaman, who are 
in constant contact with the 
Weather Bureau, and their men 
on the roads. 

"When we really get going in 
a bad one, our biggest problem 
is keeping people off the roads 
who shouldn't be there hindering 
our equipment, said Roughton, 
"But people seem to be fac- 
cinated by snow and they get 
in our way riding around to look 
at it. Also it's dangerous for 
them until we get through". 

Recently when it snowed dur- 
ing the night over a weekend 
Roughton and some of his men 
were on the roads several hours 
checking for danger signals. 
This time the entire depart- 
ment was not needed. 

Last January snow removal 
cost the city of Virginia Beach 
over $35,000. 

"It cost more than usual 
because of the hard freeze which 
lasted so long," said Roughton, 
"That's the first time it ever 
happened,"

"Some of us thought the actios 
by the City Manager was a lit- 
tle hasty", said a DPW em- 
ployee who asked not to be 1- 
dentified. "And it was so near 
to Christmas that we decided 
to help out Mr. Voliva". 

Voliva, who has been withtbe 
city for more than 30 years, 
was suspended, for haulingtop- 
soil, given to him persona^y, 
to a city stockpiling site, us- 
ing a city truck. 

The City Manager annmmced 
the two-week suspension in an 
open City Council meeting. He' 
noted that the action taken would' 
have been far more sever had* 
Mr. Voliva not been such a 
faithful and dedicated emptoyee 
for more than 30 years. 

He said, "Although I know it 
has nothing to do with this mat- 
ter, Mr. Voliva has always giv- 
en much of his free time to 
the city ^en he did not have 
to and has always been a trust- 
ed employee".

Next to government spending, 
Zelomek feels that increased 
consutner spending wiU be the 
second greatest sti mulus to next 
year's ecom)my. He predicted 
that consumers will spend about 
five per cent more than in 1966, 
based mainly on "pent-«5) de- 
mand" for non-durable goods 



and services.

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Virgmia Beach Man to Bangkok 

One-Man Gyrocopters May Be Used Against Reds 



A Virginia Beach man is en 
route to Thailand today because 
he and some top officials- 
including the king— share a 
common interest: Piloting Ben- 
son gyrocopters. 

And while Jeremiah Mc- 
Gonigle isn't saying, the small, 
one-man flying machines will 
in all likelihood be used a- 
gainst the Communists. 

It'll mean an entire new ca- 
reer for McGonigle, 30, who 
before his move to Bangkok 
lived at 2245 Wolf Street at 
London Bridge. He is a master 
chief electrician technician who 
retired from the Navy this year 
after 22 years. 

The story of how he came to 
go to Thailand goes this way: 

McGonigle was at a "fly-in" 
at Raleigh, N.C., last May with 
his Benson gyrocopter which he 
calls the Tweetie Bird. 

A Thailand officer was there, 
too, having been sent to the 
Benson factory to learn more 
about the little machines. 

The officer invited McGonigle 
to Thailand. McGoaigle de- 
clined, saying he was retiring 
from the Navy soon. 

A short time later, he got 
orders to report to Bangkok 
to test the uses of the gyro- 
copter. 

Not long after that he retired 
from the Navy and was almost 
immediately signed up by the 
Thai government so he can con- 
tinue his work. He returned to 
Virginia Beach December 5 to 
sell his home and his gyro- 
copter, a custom model which 
will fly at 100 miles an hour 
with a range of 250 miles. 

His job in Thailand is with 
the Colorado State University 
Instrumentation Team testing 
unusual vehicles- -among them 
the gyrocopter--for the Thai 
government. 

"It's a real nice operation. 
We observe all Thai and United 
States holidays." 

The advantages of the gyro- 
copter are immediately dis- 
cernible. One fully equipped 
costs $3,000. A do-it-yourself- 
er canbuildone for about $1,200. 
Thi^ompares to about $20,000 
for aXelicopter. And anyone cgji' 
fly a'Sfyrocopter. - '' 

Ordinarily, a gyxQCc^)twr 
needs a 300-foot run before tak- 
ing off but McGonigle says it's 
possible to pre-rotate the ro- 
tos with a small motor to as- 
sist the take-off. 

"They will jump 50 feet," 
he says. "They are much faster 
on taie-off than a helicopter."

There is no cbance of mech- 
anical error in tiie new IBM 
computor at the Courthouse, 
George Koscho, data processing 

manager. 

"There will always be errors 
as long as ttiere are humans 
involved," Koscho declared. 
"The machine is only as good 
as the people wlio run lU" 
' The computor, actually a 
combination of many units, is 
boused in the old Fraternal Or- 
der of Police building behind 
the Courthouse. It was put in- 
to operation in September to 
malce out payroll and welfare 
checks. 

It is working nowhere near 
its capacity, Koscho said. 

"It doesn't savejappreciable 
time now and won't until more 
things are added to it. We 
have bigger and better things 
planned for it," he said. 

As an example, he said that 
a payroll that formerly took 
four to five hours to run off 
now takes 45 minutes to an hour. 

Computers are not new at 
the Courthouse, but the IBM 
replaced an older computer 
which was neither as modern 
or as efficient. 

Another advantage to the new 
computer is that it does not 
have to be reprogrammed in 
case of electrical failure as 
the old one did. 

The computer was sent here 
piece by piece from March un- 
til Labor Day and was assem- 
bled by Koscho and an IBM 
engineer. 

Koscho learned computer op- 
eration while in the Navy, then 
received further training from 
IBM. 

"All we need now is a pro- 
grammer," he said. 

Everything to be programmed 
is first down in autocoder lan- 
guage and run through one unit 
of the computer to make punch 
cards. These are later fed back 
into the machine. 

"We'd even havb program 
cards to make program cards," 
Koscho said. 

At the beginning of school 
this fall, the oldcomputerniade 
out all the student schedules 
for Kellam High School. 

"We'd like to do the sched- 
uling for all the schools on 
the nev.' one next fall," Koscho 
said.

One-Man Gyrocopters May Be Used Against Reds 



Sight Handicapped 
Get Library Books 
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A Virginia Beach man is en 
route to Thailand today because 
he and some top officials- 
including the king— share a 
common interest: Piloting Ben- 
son gyrocopters. 

And while Jeremiah Mc- 
Gonigle isn't saying, the small, 
one-man flying machines will 
in all likelihood be used a- 
gainst the Communists. 

It'll mean an entire new ca- 
reer for McGonigle, 30, who 
before his move to Bangkok 
lived at 2245 Wolf Street at 
London Bridge. He is a master 
chief electrician technician who 
retired from the Navy this year 
after 22 years. 

The story of how he came to 
go to Thailand goes this way; 

McGonigle was at a "fly-in" 
at Raleigh, N.C., last May with 
his Benson gyrocopter which he 
calls the Tweetie Bird. 

A Thailand officer was there, 
too, having been sent to the 
Benson factory to learn more 
about the little machines. 

The officer invited McGonigle 
to Thailand. McGonigle de- 
clined, saying he was retiring 
from the Navy soon. 

A short time later, he got 
orders to report to Bangkok 
to test the uses of the gyro- 
copter. 

Not long after that he retired 
from the Navy and was almost 
immediately signed up by the 
Thai government so he can con- 
tinue his work. He returned to 
Virginia Beach December 5 to 
sell his home and his gyro- 
copter, a custom model which 
will fly at 100 miles an hour 
with a range of 250 miles. 

His job in Thailand is with 
the Colorado State University 
Instrumentation Team testing 
unusual vehicles--among them 
the gyrocopter--for the Thai 
government. 

"It's a "real nice operation. 
We observe all Thai and United 
States holidays." 

The advantages of the gyro- 
copter are immediately dis- 
cerrtible. One fully equipped 
costs $3,000. A do-it-yourself- 
er canbuildone for about $1,200. 
Thi^compares to about $20,000 
for aWlicopter. And anyone can 
fly a-iyrocopter. 

Ordinarily, a gyrocopter 
needs a 300-foot run before tak- 
ing off but McGonigle says it's 
possible to pre-rotate the ro- 
tos with a small motor to as- 
sist the take-off. 

"They will jump 50 feet," 
he says. "They aremuchfaster 
on take-off than a helicopter." 

McGonigle is a member of 
the Tidewater Hotorcraft Club 
which has about 30 members. 

The Benson company claims 
there are 5,000 of its craft in 
the United States. The safety 
record is remarkable. In 12 
years only three persons have 
been killed in them. 

If McGonigle can't sell his 
gyrocopter, he'll take it to Ghal- 
land with him which is like 
carrying coals to Newcastle 
since the Thais have a number 
of them for him to test.

The King's Bed by Margaret 
Campbell Barnes; an adventure 
novel, A Letter from Spain by 
Frances Parkinson Keyes; a 
western, Shane by Jack Schae- 
fer, and a suspense novel.

A Case in Point 



"r ' public demands 
,nt to know also

i! gat Ion. It is up to the news 
ticdia to make them aware of 
the facts. But the police can- 
not give out the Information 
and the news media cannot re- 
lease it either for fecrr of violat- 
ing other constitutional rights. 

Perhaps the Supreme Court 
needs to examine just whose 
rights it is protecting. The 
criminal seems to have a lot 
more rights than does a police- 
man or a reporter. 

We have always thought the 
laws contained in the Constitut- 
ion were intended to guard 
everyone's rights and to guar- 
antee justice. Now we're not 
so sure. 

Recent rulings by the U. S. 
Supreme Court have placed far- 
reaching restrictions upon 
police officials and the news 
media. 

Until a particular case occurs 
close to home one may not 
realize the implications of such 
broad rulings. But such a case 
happened in Virginia Beach, 
and the results of the new 
rulings are painfully clear. 

A robbery- rape-murder took 
place. The victim, although not 
necessarily a prominent per- 
son, was known by many people. 
Her death, particularly under 



such horrible circumstances 
shocked the general public. 

Police began a long and pain- 
staking investigation. Finally 
an arrest was made. The case 
is yet to come to trial, there- 
fore it is not for us here to 
say anything more. 

An attorney might find some- 
thing in anything we would say 
and seek a dismissal of the 
case on the grounds that the 
press gave out "prejudicial in- 
formation" before the trial. 
This has happened all too often 
and guilty persons have gone 
free as a result. 

In the Virginia Beach case 
a virtual news blackout was in 
effect during the month-and-a- 
half investigation. Police could 
not afford to let out any inform- 
ation for fear of jeopardizing 
their case. Again pre-trial pub- 
licity could have entered the 
case. 

Police officials must have an- 
air-tight case against a sus- 
pect today, because the new 
rulings protect the constitution- 
al rights of the suspect far 
more than the rights of the 
police to carry out a complete 
investigation.

He (^ned his own law office 
at Virginia Beach in 1925 "with 
a typewriter and two books." 

About his family, which has 
long been active in Virginia 
and Virginia Beach history. 
Judge Ackiss commented,"Th- 
ey date back to the Continental 
Congress on one side or the 
other, but I can't say which. 

"My great-grandfather was a 
deputy commissioner of the 
treasury, my grandfatoer was 
a judge, my uncle was a con- 
gressman and my father was 
sheriff of Princess Anne County 
for 20 years."

been to appoint younger men 
to the bench, Governor Godwin 
approved and appointed the 65- 
year-old Ackiss.

Building mountains out of 
molehills is old hat. 

Building mountains out of 
garbage is even becoming rath- 
er commonplace. 

But building ampitheatersout 
of mountains of garbage is 
something new, and an interest- 
ing way to dispose of garbage.

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Campsites, Marina Possible for Beach sing-out scores mt 



If the City Planning Com 
mission approves, there may 
166 privately owned and ope rat 
ed campsites in Virginia Beai 
ready for use next spring. 

Lacy L. Redd, who owns alwui 
100 acres on a spit of I; 
on Chesapeake Bay adjoinii 
Last Ocean View In Norfo; 
asked the Commission for 
use permit to build the camp 
sites, which he said "couli 
handle a lot of the overflo' 
Tom State Seashore Park 
seashore State Park, however 
is also expanding its camping 
facilities at this time. 

The campsites would be only 
the l)eginning of a giant re- 
creational area, if Redd gets 
his ^)proval. 

His plans for "two or three 
years from now" include a 
"boatel", and marina which will 
be able to accommodate up to 
1,000 large and small boats. 

"This would be the largest 
project of its kind on the East 
Coast", said Redd. 

His immediate plans tor the 
campsites call for roads to 
be built, and water and electri- 
city to be provided to each

The City Planning Commis- 
sion last year turned down a 
request to build a trailer park 
there. One city planner noted 
this area is the only deep water 
access site in Virginia Beach 
and should be used for deep 
water industry, A channel was 
dredged there by Pennsylvania 
Railroad to bring in the old 
Norfolk to Kiptopeke ferries. 

"Everyone seemed to be very 
much in favor of the proposal 
at the planning commission 
meeting", said Redd", part- 
icularly since it is a recreat- 
ional endeavor and it isn't go 
ing to cost the city anything.

Each would have a 10 foot 
by 20 foot concrete slab cover- 
ed with an aluminum patio.

In addition Redd proposes to 
construct a boat launching ramp 
150 feet wide which would be 
able to launch 10 to 15 boats at 
a time. 

"It would be the only one of 
its kind on Chesapeake Bay," 
noted Redd. ; 



Development of the initial 
phase is expected to cost about 
$250,000, according to Redd. 
He said the marina, store, boat- 
el "and all other manna ttcili- 
ties would cost between two 
and three million dollars. 

Redd purchased the land from 
Pennsylvania Railroad in 1960, 
He sold five ajres to Sadler 
Materials Inc., and has dotiated 
two additional acres to Old 
Dominion College foritsocean- 
ographic department. 



Pennonts to Boost Teen Safety, Pride 



After the first of the year, 
a new safety program may be 
inaugurated in Virginia Beach 
elementary axxl high schools. 

The "Green Pennant" pro- 
gram, sponsored by General 
Motors does not supiilant any 
existing safety programs but 
is used in conjunction with them. 

"For many years GM has had 
this safety plan in the schools 
all over America, and reports 
prove that it can reduce stud- 
ent-caused accidents as much 
as 20 percent", said Gene 
Meekins Pontiac, who is also 
GM's community relations 
chairman. 

Any school participating in 
the program that goes as much 
as 30 days without a student- 
caused accident during the sch- 
ool year is entitled to fly a 
large green pennant from the 
school's flagpole. 

Whenever an accident occurs 
either during school hours or 
on the way to and from school 
and it is proved the accident 
is caused by a student, the 
pennant is lowered and dis- 
played in a prominent place in- 
side the school building to re- 
mind the other students. 



Accidents include any vehic- 
ular, bicycle or pedestrian in- 
cident. The name of the stud- 
ent causing the accident is nev- 
er revealed. 

A school that goes the en- 
tire school year without a stud- 
ent caused accident receives a 
certificate of merit from GM 
in a year-end ceremony. 

Reeves Johnson, Director of 
Public Safety of Virginia Beach 
said, "I think it's a wonderful 
program which can do a lot of 
good". 

He has taken the matter up 
with school officials who are 
expected to approve Virginia 
Beach school's participation in 



the green pennant safety pro- 
gram. 

"The students try to keep 
the pennant waving", said 
Meekins. "Pride serves to 
make them more careful and 
to hold down the accident rate".

Should Santa leave you a sew- 
ing machine or a lenght of 
beaded dress fabric, you're in! 
Welcome to the whole wide 
stitch-crazy world. 

A close look at the stream 
of women shoppers zipping in 
and out of area fabric shops 
indicates clearly that the old 
treadle-machine trade has be- 
come one of ready- to- wear's 
biggest headaches. Not only a 
few but everyone is doing it, 

Leroy Rubin, owner of the 
Fabric Mart on Virginia Beach 
Blvd., has seen the number of 
home sewers grow from a piti- 
fully small handful of women 
whose incomes practically 
forced them into the do-it-your- 
self busiitess to a very fash- 
ionable aiKl very large group 
of women bent on copying court- 
ur ier fashions and many of these 
just for the fun of it. 

"Everyone today is sewing, 
not housedresses, but highly- 
styled designer fashions." 

"The crowd Is youthful, not 
necessarily teen-agers, but a 
young crowd, in the 20 to 30 
or 35-year-old bracket mostly. 
They want nice wardrobes, and 
this they see as a way td get 
them."

Women, both young and not 
so young, will have an oppor- 
tunity to improve themselves 
when a branch of the John 
Robert Powers FinishingSchool 
opens in Pembroke Mall in 
January.

Census Bureau Already Planning for 1970 Gom]t 



The 1970 ceosus is stiU more 
than four years awajr but the 
Census Burean is already fa-e- 
paring for the task by mining 
lOO.CKK) spore miles (d ortan 
areas aod trying to decide what 
questions to ask the nation's 
residents. 

A deadline — December 31, 
1966 — bas already l>een set 
for the fillip of applications by 
Virginia Beach and other local 
areas to insure tabulaticm of 
census tract data for their par- 
ticular areas. This requiremert 
is necessary t)ecause certain 
detailed work such as nian>ing 
and address coding must be (kxte 
in advance by the local areas. 

By April 1, 1966, the Census 
Bureau «ill have finished 
enough of its preliminary work 
to make a trial run to see 
ho« the census will actually 
be conducted. 

Of all the tasks, deciding 
what questions to ask is the 
most difficult. Some of those 
on tbe 1960 questionnaire will 
be dropped and some new ones 
added. 

Not likely to be included is 
one which asks about religion. 
When it appeared the questicm 
would be included, Jewish 
groups throughout the nation 
served notice on the Census 
Bureau they would oppose it. 
They claim it's none of the 
government's business. 

Dr. A. Ross Eckler, director 
of the Census Bureau, reported 
that the possibility the question 
would be included stirred up 
such controversy — out of all 
proportion to the value of such 
information — that it will al- 
most surely be dropped from 
the questionnaire. 

When Dr. Conrad Taeuber, 
assistant director of the Census 
Bureau, aK>eared in Norfolk 
not long ago he was button- 
holed by a young attorney who 
wondered if next the govern- 
ment might not want to know 
about a householder's sex life. 

"That's already been covered 
by Dr. Kinsey," replied Dr. 
Taeuber with some humor. He 
explained that any new questions 
included in the 1970 question- 
naire only reflect the public's 
growing interest in knowing 
more about itself. The census 
has for many decades been 
much more than just a head 
count. 

The first census was made 
in 1790 when 3,929,214 per- 
sons were counted. The center 
of the nation's population was 
near Chestertown, Maryland. 

When the last census was con- 
ducted in 1960 there were 
179,323,175 persoris in all 50 
states and the center of the 
population had moved 701 miles 
west to Clinton County, Illinois, 

Now, with the population of the 
country at 197,000,000 --and 
growing at the rate of 7,500 
persons a day — census statist- 
ics can't keep up with the chang- 
es. 

The 1970 census — the U.S. 
constitution requires one every 
K' years although a bill is now 
pending in Congress to provide 
for one in 1975 and every five 
years after that -- will contain 
many changes to keep up with 
the rapid growth of the populat- 
ion. 

The biggest innovation, per- 
haps, is that between 75 and 
90 per cent of the people will 
be counted by mail. Gone will 
be many of the enumerators 
with armfuls of questionnaires 
gomg from door to door. 

The questionnaires will come 
ii! the mail to most Virginia 
Beach residents. If you can't 
or don't fill them out properly, 
an enumerator will call to find 
out why. 

You are required by law to 
answer all the questions and the 
Census Bureau is required by 
law to keep them a secret. 
Thus, you will be able to find 
out a statistical total such as 
the average income of the people 
m your census tract but not 
vDur neigMwr's age.

A series of conferences was 
held earlier this year by the 
Census Bureau in an effort to 
decide what questions to ask. 
Among those the bureau is con- 
sidering for inclusion in its 
questionnaires ar-e these: 

Do you own a second home',' 

What's your national origin" 

Were you registered to vote 
in the November 1968 election? 

Did you vote in the November 
1968 election? 

Where do you work*!* 

What was your major activ- 
ity? 

What's your social security 
number? 

Of these, the one about your 
social security number is ex- 
pected to cause some adverse 
reaction because the public 
might think the Census Bureau 
will use the number to "check 
up" on householders. 

The Census Bureau is also 
asking itself if there is interest 
in separate statistics for mob- 
ile homes, for livng quarters 
in motels, hotels and tourist 
cabins, for data to identify each 
separate residential structure 
and the number of stones u, 
buildings. 

■ "I have heard estimatts th.<t 
15 per cent of Americai;houit- 
holds have second homes," says 
Arthur E. Young, chief of th. 
housing division of the Cen.sv'_ 
Bureau about the proposed 
questions. '

Q. I am a war veteran with 
no service-connected disabil- 
ity. I have no group hospital- 
ization plan and I work off and 
on as a laborer and cannot af- 
ford a hernia operation* my 
doctor says I need or I'll have 
to quit work. Can the Veterans 
Administration help me? 

A. Yes. A veteran may re- 
ceive hospital treatment and 
care in this order or preced- 
ence: 

1. A veteran with a service- 
connected disability. 

2. A veteran without a ser- 
vice - connected disability when 
he cannot pay for hospitalizat- 
ion. He must sign an oath that 
he cannot pay and he will be 
admitted on a bed available 
basis. 

Q, I am in college working 
for a degree in law. I heard 
we do not have to send VA 
certificates of attendance for 
our monthly checks. Is that 
true? Also, when can we ex- 
pect the checks? 

A. In order to avoid possible 
hardship cases, the Veterans 
Administration arranged to 
send out the first month allow- 
ance checks ONLY to veteran 
students when the colleges sent 
VA a certificate of enrollment. 
That applies only to the first 
check. All others will be sent 
to veterans attending college 
only after he sends in a cer- 
tificate of attendance. Checks 
are mailed the EOthofthemontt 
following the month of complet- 
ed attendance.

Joe Healy Breezes Through Third Career

Joe Healy is now in the midst 
of his third career with no in- 
tentions of stopping, a fact not 
too surprising unless you con- 
sider that he began his first 
one in 1910. 

Healy is presently sergeant- 
at-arms in the Virginia House 
of Delegates, a post he has 
held since 1960. Before that 
he was doorkeeper of the Sen- 
ate. 

"A few days before the ses- 
sion of the House began, the 
clerk called me and asked if 
I'd be interested in being 
sergeant-at-arms," explained 
Healy. "Of course I was. He 
recommended me and T've been 
elected every session since." 

As sergeant-at-arms he calls 
the House to order and is in 
charge of the pages, a job for 
which his educational back- 
ground prepared him. He keeps 
them (14 fourteen-year-old 
boys) on the job, teaches them 
courtesies they should observe, 
and trains them to assist the 
delegates in any way possible. 

"I think I've been success- 
ful at it," he declared in his 
deep, booming voice. 

A symbol of his position is 
a gold -headed cane lent to the 
House by Mike Houston, a Rich- 
mond News-Leader feature 
writer. A former sergeant-at- 
arms gave it to Houston, who 
in turn lent it back. 

"It has been handed down for 
20-25 years now." the cane is 
used to call the sessions to 
order. 

Healy began teaching at Red 
Hill High School in Albemarle 
County in 1910 after graduating 
from the College of William and 
Mary. He was principal and 
taught English and history. 

Then he came to Norfolk 
and was an assistant principal 
of Blair Junior High School, 
a position he held until 1939 
whenJie became superintendant 
of tiK Virginia Scjiool for the 
Deaf and Blind in Staunton.

His proudest accomplishment 
he says, was helping establish 
a branch of W & M in Norfolk 
in 1939. "Robert M. Hughes, 
a lawyer and W & M alumnus, 
talked to me about establishing 
a college in Norfolk," Healy 
related. "Then the school board 
abandoned the old Larchmont 
Elementary School building. 

"I told, Hughes that if we 
wanted to start a college this 
was the opportunity." 



After getting permission from 
the school board, Healy got in 
touch with Dr. J. C. Chandler, 
the president of W & M. Dr. 
Chandler asked him to proceed 
with the organization of the 
college, first known as the 
Norifolk Division of Wllliamand 
Mary and now called Old Do- 
minion College.

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Food Stamp Plan 
Unnecessary Here 



There is no food stamp pro- 
gram in Virginia Beach. 

City Manager W. Russell Hat- 
chett said the city has looked 
iHiefly into the establishment 
of such a program, but quest- 
ioned the actual need for it. 

Cbesi4)eake and Norfolk have 
establid^ food stamp pro- 
grams, but the results are not 
in as to relative success. 

In Cl^sapeake the program is 
new and, so far, few eligible 
funilies have availed them- 
selves of the opportunity to buy 
food a little cheaper. 

The fbod stamp program 
works this way. A city's wel- 
fare department usually acts 
as Uason between the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and cer- 
tain stores. 

Indigent families and those 
already on welfare programs 
may purchase food stamps to 
be used at participating stores. 
With the stamps they are able 
to purchase about $25 worth of 
food for about $15. 

Several items, however, can- 
not be purdased wiOi the 
stamps. This list includes beer 
and cigarettes. 

City officials .-in Virginia 
Beach say they feel the pro- 
gram could "cost far more than 
it is actually worth." 

The welfare department 
wcHild have to hire additional ad- 
ministrative personnel to handle 
the paperwork, according to one 
welfore department spokesman. 



"It may have to come in the 
future," said Hatchett. "But 
right now 1 don't think the city 
needs it. Our welfare depart- 
ment is handling requests for 
help pretty well without it."

From Ruth E. Wood. Dele- 
van, Wisconsin: I remember 
when v;e lived on the farm 
and my father worked in a near- 
by town. He often worked the 
night shift and, on these oc- 
casions, had to leave home 
about five I'M., as his only 
means of transporation v.as by 
hoNe and buggy.

The United States Coast Guard 
has begun preliminary negot- 
iations with property owners 
in Rudee Heights where a new 
station would be located. 

"We've pretty well made up 
our minds on the site," said 
a Fifth Coast Guard district 
spokesman. 

Three individuals and one 
corporation now own the pro- 
perty the Coast Guard would 
like to have. The owners have 
been advised of the desire to 
buy the land and an offer has 
been made to each, the spokes- 
man said. 

Thus far, he added, there has 
been response from only one 
property owner. "He was rather 
emphatically negative," said 
the spokesman. 

The new station would replace 
the old one located at 24th and 
Atlantic Avenue. 

The spokesman said the site 
In Rudee Heights is approxi- 
mately 450 feet by 200 feet and 
Is located on both sides of 
Southside Road and old Rudee 
Boulevard. It would Include a 
portion of Southside Road and 
the spokesman said the City 
jbf Virginia Beach would be peti- 
tioned to close Southside where 
it runs through the proposed 
site. The site is also across 
from Rudee Inlet which, when 
dredged, would provide Coast 
Guard Boats Immediate access 
to the ocean. 

The Coast Guard anticipates 
it "win not win wholehearted 
acceptance" of the plan to move 
to Rudee Heights. But, if the 
need arises, it can condemn the 
property and take it through 
court action. "We would liKe 
to avoid ttds," said ttMqiok«»- 
man. 

If all the property owners 
were to agree to the offer made 
by the Coast Guard and if there 
were no legal hitches, work 
could start on the new station 
in about a year and a half, 
the spokesman added. 

The new station would be of 
modern design much like the 
one at Hatteras Beach Inlet. 

The old station has a comple- 
ment of 12 men and equipment 
consisting of a 16 -foot outboard 
motor boat, an amphibious Lark 
and two vehicles.

James P. Boyle, District Di- 
rector of Internal Revenue for 
Virginia, reminded Virginia 
taxpayers that prizes and a- 
wards won by participants in 
games and contests must l)e 
reported as income on Federal 
tax returns. 

Boyle said that such prizes 
and awards are not considered 
as non-taxable gifts even though 
they are paid in merchandise 
or services. In these instances 
the fair market value of the 
merchandise or services should 
be reported as income. 

If an individual refuses to 
accept a prize or an award 
the amount or value does not 
have to be included in his tax- 
able income, the Director said.

"T.'outal retardation Is not a 
hu. !ied nor an ignored subject 
any longer," Eli Michael Bower, 
Ed. D., told the Tidewater Vir- 
ginia Association for Mental 
Health at its annual meeting 
at the Cavalier. 

"The emotionally disturl)ed 
child is difficult to understand. 
He must be handled in a fixed 
society with patient care and 
by trained pathologists, psy- 
chiatrists, parents, guidance 
teachers and counselors. The 
disturbed child may be spotted 
in early childhood, even in baby- 
hood," said Dr. Bower, who is 
a consultant to the National 
Institute of Health, Bethesda, 
Md. 

He said that statistics show 
that the increase in disturbed 
children in the last decade has 
not been commensurate with the 
population explosion. More than 
27,000 children have been ad- 
mitted to Virginia hospitals in 
the last 10 years, and the ex- 
pectation is that there will be 
an Increase of I16*percent in 
the next, Dr. Bower stated. 
To prevent this is partially the 
work of mental health groups. 
"An anguished parent, some- 
times blamed by iiimself and of- 
ten by society, needs help," Dr. 
Bower said. "We cannot afford 
to have immature children grow 
into Immature adults. Their 
lack of controlled emotions is 
part of the picture of the recent 
tragedies brought on by these 
with disturbed emotions who 
desire to come out of their 
Insecurity and be 'somebody'." 
Commenting on what can be 
done for these children, he 



said, "Concentrate on a child's 
positive accomplishments. Re- 
gular treatment with profes- 
sionals, programing a day of 
wholesome positive living in the 
home and in the school can be 
done if parents and teacher work 
together, 

"One cannot expect magic 
with these children, but I feel 
that schools with special teach- 



ers who act as laison to the 
parent and doctor are of prime 
Importance. 

"Children like other child- 
ren; do not Isolate them. If 
a parent will just say he needs 
help he will get It. One affected 
is no longer a scapegoat," Dr. 
Bower concluded. "He does 
need help and positive therapy."

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If our family ever breaks up it won't be because of whisky, 
women or gambling. 

It'll be because of the piano. 

In Philadelphia, where my wife grew up, a piano in the parlor 
was a symbol of substance and stability.

He's been guarding tbe mall, 
off and on, since 1941.

One of the first postal in- 
spectors was Benjamin Frank- 
lin, who later became postmas- 
ter general. The Postal Inspec- 
tion Service was formed by 
the Continental Congress to 
protect the mail from tbtft. 

A native of Minnesota, Frase 
came to the Service by ^vy 
of the Marine Corps which sent 
him to Norfolk In 1926. 

"When I was discharged, I 
stayed here because it's God's 
country," he says. 

He joined the Post Offlce 
department in 1931 as a clerk 
in the Norfolk office and in 
1935 he was assigned to Um 
inspector's office. In 1941 he 
was commissioned a postol in- 
spector and assiped to Nev 
York. 

His career as an inspeetor 
was interrupted in 1942 when 
he returned to the Marine Corps 
where, as a captain, be nas 
put in charge of a Marine Di- 
vision on Guadalcanal. He ms 
later wounded on Guam. 

In 1944 he returned to Qm 
United States as offlcer-ia- 
charge of all Marine C<»ys 
mail.

The Lighthouse Needs Help 



The old lighthouse at Cape 
Henry may be one of the first 
buildings constructed by the 
federal governmentand which Is 
still in existence. 

It may also be the world's 
largest urinal. 

This sad superlative is im- 
mediately apparent to any visit- 
or who steps across the thres- 
hold of the structure, the first 
lighthouse to be erected by the 
United States after the adoption 
of the Constitution, and now the 
city's official symbol. 

Its construction was approved 
by George Washington on August 
9, 1790. 

It was built by JohnMcComb, 
Jr., a bricklayer, for $15,200. 

The lighthouse is now owned 
by the Association for the Pre- 
servation of Virginia Antiquit- 
ies, whosijc commendable work 
is described in its name. 

A Janitor calls at the light- 



house once a month to cleanup. 
But in between his vis its --peo- 
ple being what they are — the 
inside is used for a bathroom. 

Howard Prince, the associat- 
ion's liaison man, figures there 
are two ways to combat these 
nuisances committed on a prize 
tourist and historical attract- 
ion: Close it up or hire a full- 
time attendant. 

A full-time attendant would 
require the installation of heat, 
water and lights at a cost of 
perhaps $7,000. This could be 
amortized by the small admis- 
sion fee. 

To close it up would deny 
visitors to the area one of the 
most scenic views in the area.

Put a Rarebit on Your Menu 



Like most truly great reci- 
pes, Welsh rarebit is easy to 
make. Its basic ingredients are 
two: sharp aged cheese and beer 
or ale. Seasoning is usually lim- 
ited to mustard and Worches- 
tershire sauce. It can be cooked 
over low direct heat, in a chaf- 
ing dish or a double boiler. 
In any case, it fnust be stirred 
constantly with a wooden spoon. 



The technique is important 
because cheese is a natural 
fcxxi and varies in moisture con- 
tent, A well-aged natural cned- 
dar (not a processed cheese) 
is required to produce a thick 
rarebit and the beer or ale 
should l)e at room temperature 
(and measured without foam). 
Generally the proportion of l 
rup of beer to 1 pound of cheese 
is about right, but is controlled 



by using more or less liquid. 
A little butter melted in the pan 
beforehand prevents -the cheese 
from sticking. 

Serve Welsh rarebit hot! 
Warm the plates; heat the bread; 
spoon on »he rarebit while 
scalding hot. And of course, 
the traditional beverage with 
classic Welsh rarebit Is beer 
or ale.

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Builders Optimistic Despite Lag

Bulkttng permit activity took 
ft tremendous tumble in Virginia 
Bet<A durir^ ttie first 1 1 months 
of the yeix. The outlook for 
1967 , ttie first part of it at 
least, is not much l}etter. 

Home construction would 
have suffered a complete dis- 
aster except for the past six 
weeks when things picked up 
slightly. 

The decline of the stock mar- 
ket, the high cost of living, 
tiie lick of mortgage money and 
the freeze on interest rates 
have all been blamed for the 
relatively low amount of con- 
struction. 

Virginia Beach, however, a- 
gain iapp^ toe four-city area 
in construction, but the margin 
was not as great as 1965. 

The total dollar value of 
building permits in Virginia 
Beach through November 30 
was $40,866,946, about two- 
and-a-half million dollars a- 



head of Norfolk, its closest 
competitor. 

The building permit vaiue, 
however, was nearly $21 million 
below 1965 in Virginia Beach 
and nearly $18 million below 
1965 In Norfolk. 

Virginia Beach was hurt by 
the lack of home construction 
and n(Mi-residential construc- 
Uon. 

In Virginia Beach home con- 
struction dropped off nearly 
$16 million, while the drop in 
Norfolk was only a million- 
and-a-half. 

The non- residential drop in 
Virginia Beach amounted to 
eight million dollars, while in 
the same period the loss in 
Norfolk was just under ten mil- 
lion dollars. 

In the four-city area, only 
Portsmouth showed an increase 
in Imllding permit values. The 
increase was about a million- 
and -a-half dollars. Federal 
government contracts accoun- 
ted for a million dollars of 



that. Home construction in 
Portsmouth was also down 
slighUy. 

Chesapeake building permit 
values were also down a mil- 
lion dollars, but in contrast to 
the rest of the area, non- resi- 
dential construction was up 
nearly 5 million dollars. 

Total building permit values 
in the four-city area were down 
more than $38 million. 

The College of William and 
Mary Bureau of Business Re- 
search promises limited pros- 
perity in 1967. The bureau says 
mortgage money will still be 
ti^Jt and the cost of livingi^wlll 
continue to rise. But it pro- 
mises continued growth for Vir- 
ginia Beach and the entire Tide- 
water area. 

Builders in Virginia Beach 
are going ahead with plans to 
build more and more new 
homes, and are optimistic con- 
cerning the furture of home 
building.

For Farmers 



Virginia farmers may now 
obtain the 1967 edition of Farm- 
er's Tax Guide to assist them 
in filing their Federal Income 
Tax returns for 1966, James 
P. Boyle, District Director of 
Internal Revenue for the State 
of Virginia has announced. 

This booklet again stresses 
the importance of good record- 
keeping to assure accuracy in 
return preparation and to pre- 
vent either overpayment or un- 
derpayment of tax, Boyle said. 

As a further assistance to 
farmers the tax guide features 
a sample illustration Federal 
Income Tax return, including 
accompanying schedules used 
by farmers. Each entry in the 
sample is numbered and keyed 
to the appropriate explanation 
for that entry. 

Farmer's Tax Guide may be 
obtained free of charge by writ- 
ing to District Director of In- 
ternal Revenue, 400 North 
Eighth Street, Richmond, Vir- 
ginia 23240 or from county 
agricultural agents.

This figure is included In 
a 40-page mimeographed report 
distributed by P. M. Strickler, 
purchasing agent, to the mem- 
bers of the School Board at 
their December meeting.

QUESTION: How can I tell 
if I have a nitrogen problem? 

ANSWER: There are a 
number of ways. The leaf 
symptom in corn is well 
known — firing down the cen- 
tei* of the leaf. Other crops 
often look yellowish. In ex- 
treme cases, leaves of corn dry 
up, starting at the midrib. 
Grasses dry from tips; bread- 
leaf plants lose leaves. This 
drying always begins at the 
bottom and works up. 

QUESTION: How does the 
crop use nitrogen? 

ANSWER: Nitrogen goes 
mostly into plant proteins. All 
of the many actions of living 
cells seem to center around 
the proteins and related com- 
pounds. Nitrogen is vital to 
carrying out the plants' most 



complicated growing proces- 
ses. 

QUESTION: How muchni. 
trogen per acre do my crops 
need to pay well? 

ANSWER: Although the 
amounts differ slightly with 
the quantity of rainfall in 
your area, it's safe to say that 
for 100 bushels of corn you 
can use 160 pounds of nitro- 
gen; for 50-bushel wheat, ap- 
proximately 100 pounds of ni- 
trogen; and for 2-bales cotton, 
135 pounds of the element. 

QUESTION: What about 
applying nitrogen fertilizers? 

ANSWER : Nitrogen can be 
added to the soil in a number 
of ways, according to scien- 
tists at 01 in Mathieson. A 
farmer may wish to use anhy- 
drous ammonia which is 82 
per cent nitrogen, or if he pre- 
fers a dry form, he can use 
urea which is 45 per cent ni- 
trogen.

g. I have $63,000 invested as 
follows: $17,000 in a mutual 
fund; $6,000 in a financial firm 
paying $315 a year and $40,000 
in savings-and-loan deposits, 
paying about 5-1/2 per cent. 
In addition I receive $99,00 
a month in social security. In 
all, my income is about $300 
a month. I am a widow, C6 
and have no children or re- 
latives. It seems that I should 
have a higher monthly income 
without taking chances. Can you 
suggest how ? 

A. From the information you 
provide, 1 calculate that you 
should have about $300 a month 
coming in, exclusive of any pay- 
ments from your mutual fund. 
The fund in question offers a 
monthly withdrawal' plan and, 
judging from the company's past 
record and the amount of your 
investment, you should be able 
to arrange for monthly pay- 
ments of $100 to $125. Assum- 
ing the fund's earnings continue 
as they have in the past, you 
should be able to draw this 
amount each month without any 
long-term impairment of your 
capital, thus giving yourself 
more than $400 a month income 
from all sources. 

Q. I have $16,000 in savings 
and loan companies paying 
4-1/2 per cent compounded 
quarterly. Could 1 invest this 
in some mutual funds or in 
some shares of General Motors 
or A. T. & T. and get better 
returns with reasonable safety? 

A. At the time I am answer- 
ing your letter, you could buy 
General Motors at about $73 
a share and American Tele- 
phone & Telegraph at $50. The 
regular dividend, without ex- 
tras, oflGeneral Motors is $3.40 
a share. This would give you 
a return of about 4.6 per cent 
on your money. 

The regular divident on 
A. T. & T. is $2.20 a share. 
At the current price of $50 
this would give you a return 
of 4.4 per cent. 

From the past record of these 
companies it would seem that 
you could reasonably count on 
receiving those dividends each 
year. Actually, last year GM 
paid $5.25 a share, including 
extras; in the last 10 years 
the dividend has grown from $2 
to $5.25 per .share.

Really fine actors and direct- 
ors are rare in the theatre to- 
day. Rarer still are truly tal- 
ented playwrights. Only once or 
twice in a generation does 
there emerge someone who can 
do all three with equal genius. 
Such a someone is the author of 
Wedgewood Dinner -Theatre's 
current production, "Private 
Lives". Noel Coward has dis- 
tinguished himself time after 
time as playwright, actor, sing- 
er, dancer, composer, director 
and producer. This amazing 
combination of talents has made 
Coward become probably the 
greatest single influence in the 
development of modern light 
comedy.
